Apple’s newest iPhone left Wall Street and fans wish- 
ing for more than a faster version of last year's device, 
drawing a rare outburst of criticism and disappoint-

Newly minted CEO Tim Cook ably helmed his 
first major product launch without former boss Steve 
Jobs, but failed to ignite the sort of excitement and 
buzz that the Apple co-founder once did* 

Investors and fans, looking to be blown away by 
some amazing surprise, sent the shares down as much 
as 4 percent* Expectations were high at this critical 
juncture when Android phones by Samsung and other 
rivals are closing in on Apple’s lead. 

Jobs did not show up as some expected. Cook, 
v/ho took the reins from the Silicon Valley icon in 
August, and his executive team instead showed off a 
souped-up device that comes with voice recognition 
and a better camera, but it looked identical to the last 
phone and did little to lift the bar for smartphones. 


Apple launches arc some of the hottest events on 
the tech calendar, Tuesday’s “Ixt’s talk iPhone” show 
marked Cook's unofficial debut since taking over 
from Jobs in August, 

The iPhone event took place at Apple Central— the 
same venue where the iPod first was introduced years 
ago— versus the larger, splashier venues of more recent 
choices such as San Francisco’s Moscone Center, 

The restricted attendance may have triggered a surge 
in online viewer ship, which slowed or crashed live blogs 
run by websites such as Engadget,W[redandGizmodo* 
Interest was high with Google emerging as a for- 
midable competitor, but many fans came away dis- 
appointed. I’he latest version of the iPhone comes 
as the economy slows and competition intensifies. 
People activate more than 550,000 Android-based 
devices — including tablets —each day. 

Nielsen data shows the iPhone was No. 2 in the 
U.S. with a 28 percent market share, with Android at 
43 percent.

The whole idea of this being part of the 
franchise was something that we talked about 
from Day i. When I talked to the studio back 
on {the third film in the franchise] “Tokyo 
Drift,” it was really about trying to rebuild 
something and for me it was very important 
to get the sensibility of it all. It’s funny at that 
point, that was in 2005 , we were talking about 
how if we had the opportunity — and if the 
audience embraced it— that we’d have it all 
evolve to the things you see now 


You added Dwayne Johnson into the mix this 
time around. Ifs interesting because Dwayne 
and Vin Diesel could hardly be more different. 

It just felt appropriate that if we had an op- 
portunity to make a part five that we needed 
some new energy and I’ve always wanted to 
find the right role for Dwayne. And it aU hap- 
pened very organically As soon as we started 
talking about that role, my greatest hope was 
that we could get someone like Dwayne and 
once we sat down and talked it through it just 
felt like it was a natural fit. 

Looking ahead, what’s the future of the 
franchise? 

I’m excited, man. ... I can’t talk about that 



much more other than to say that we’re 
talking about the proper way to really close 
everything out the right way At the studio 
everybody is excited and, really, everything is 
at the best situation it can be. 

So is this the next thing that you’re doing? 
There are all the reports that you set aside 
a “Terminator” sequel and walked away 
from a “Highlander” remake to get this next 
“Fast” film in gear and word that you might 


film two “Fast” films back-to-back to close 
out the franchise ... 

I tend to go and do an indie project or 
something very different between the “Fast” 
movies. I don’t think I’m going to have time 
to do a feature in between. Creatively, I’ve 
had to put some stuff on hold and walk away 
from some projects that I really love to do 
this, but this is an opportunity for me and 
for us to close out the franchise the right 
way

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GO BEYOND BUFFET WITH 
FANCY BRUNCH FEASTS

The typical sports bar brunch goes something like 
this: Stand in line for dry scrambled eggs and greasy 
bacon, down several bottles of beer, repeat. But that 
doesn’t have to be the case. From cocktails to eggs 
Benedict to bananas foster French toast— these three 
sports bar brunches offer the best of both worlds. 

The Scout Waterhouse & Kitchen 

1301 S. Wabash Ave. 312-705-0595 
The South Loop’s new favorite sports bar serves up a 
polished weekend brunch (10 a.m.-3 p.m. Saturday and 
Sunday) with oversized booths and plenty of high-top 
tables for the taking. Except during Bears games, reser- 
vations are accepted for groups of eight or more. 


The food; Plates look prettier than your average sports 
bar-the huevos rancheros ($10) is a picturesque stack 
of crispy tortillas layered with mole, beans, eggs and 
sour cream. To prep for serious gameday drinking, go 
for heartier dishes such as the steak and eggs ($20) or 
brisket hash ($10). 

The drinks: The menu lists plenty of beer choices, but 
if you’re interested in brunch drinks, ask your server. A 
basic bloody mary is subtly spiced and priced right at $5; 
mimosas ($8) come with the traditional orange juice as 
well as mango, strawberry and peach flavors. 

The fans: Waits can run up to an hour on Sundays. 
Saturday mornings are less intense, though hard-core 
college football fans should know that just one marquee 
game each day plays with audio: all NFL games get full 
sound with DJs spinning through commercials. 


Standard Bar/Grill 

1332 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-904-8615 
Posted up on the corner of Milwaukee and Hermitage 
in Wicker Park, this two-story bar at first seems out of 
place-a sleek sports bar so close to the hipster haven that 
is Ashland and Division? Yup. Now that the space has in- 
troduced a Saturday and Sunday brunch, the spot should 
be extra-busy from 11 a.m.-3 p.m on weekends. As long as 
there Isn't an LSU game on, the bar takes reservations. 

The food: The brunch menu boasts a selection of 
brunch favorites such as smoked salmon eggs Benedict 
($12) mixed with heartier bar fare. And if you’re looking 
for a sweet-tooth fix. the chocolate waffle (basically an 
ice cream sandwich with a chocolate waffle instead of 
cookies) will do the trick for $7. 

The drinks: $5 flutes of mimosas were too tiny to pack 
much punch and would rack up quite a price tag if they 
were sipped through a game. Opt for beer by the bucket 
or bottle if you’re camping out. 

The fans: Look for the second floor to be crowded with 
Chicago-based New Orleans Saints fans-and they’re not 
quiet either. But with TVs on the main floor tuned to near- 
ly every game available, you can cheer for any team.

Since the TV-laden front area of this 
Streeterville restaurant has a definite sports-bar feel, 
it was a smart move to launch weekend brunch 
CIO a.m.-3 p.m. Saturday and Sunday) in time for foot- 
ball season. 

The food: Fancied-up spins on traditional brunch fare 
are indulgent, with prices to match. Maine lobster 
Benedict ($15) has slices of salty speck ham that over- 
shadow the truffle hollandaise and lobster. Bananas 
foster French toast ($11) is nothing special, but the 
crispy bacon and egg flatbread ($10) is a winner. 

The drinks: Quay earns points for ftin drink choices, 
but prices are steep for those planning to drink steadi- 
ly from kickoff to game's end. Five bloody marys come 
skewered with savory bites, including the prosciutto, 
salami and chorizo-garnished Quay bloody mary 
($12) made with a light-on-the tomato signature mix. 
The 3 in the Afternoon (prosecco with grapefruit juice. 
Dragon berry rum and St. Germain elderf lower liqueur, 
$10) is a nice option for the mimosa- and bell ini- weary. 

The fans: Jersey- wearing fans young and old fill the front bar area to watch games with full 
audio (during Bears games, a DJ blares beats during commercials), but its not so packed 
that you need to arrive early to claim a table. The waterfront atrium bar (hidden in the back 
of the restaurant) works for fans who would rather lounge on a sofa and chat than eyeball 
every single play.

“American I lorror 
Story” reminds me of 
a car wreck: It's dis- 
turbing and macabre 
to stare as you drive 
past, but you just 
can’t help yourself. 

The new FX drama 
debuting Wednesday 
is moody, weird and 
shocking, but cre- 
ators Ryan Murphy 
and Brad Falchuk 
populate the series 
with one-dimensional 
characters, pat story 

lines cribbed from myriad haunted house and 
slasher movies, some truly awfiil dialogue and 
a lot of naked Dylan McDermott. 

The duo has brought the same kind of hol- 
low theatricality to earlier projects, namely 
Fox’s “Glee” and FX’s “Nip/Tuck.” After a 
while though, the fantastically creepy sets 
and the quick-cut shooting style need to be 
grounded in some sort of reality 

The story follows members of the troubled 
Harmon family, who move to L. A. after set- 
backs in Boston. Psychiatrist Ben (McDer- 
mott) has cheated on wife Vivien (Connie 
Britton) after she had a miscarriage. Sullen 
teen daughter Violet (Taissa Farmiga) cuts 
herself and cuts off her parents as a result. 

They move into a house haunted by all 
the people who have died there over the 
years. The house is looked after by a house- 
keeper who most people see as older (Frances 
Conroy), but horny Ben sees as a young, sexy 
woman (Alexandra Breckenridge). Jessica

Lange chews the scenery as their stranger- 
than-strangc neighbor, Constance, who 
has an equally weird daughter with Down 
Syndrome. 

Throw in one of Ben’s patients who 
inexplicably gets into the house any time he 
wants, a man with half his face burned off 
and a pair of dead twins, and you’ve got a 
whole lotta crazy 

Most of the actors make the best of things 
despite suffering ftom the Murphy/Falchuk 
hallmark of making their characters into 
whatever they want them to be at any mo- 
ment. Britton and Lange, especially are good. 

But none of it makes much sense, which 
is too bad because “American Horror Story” 
could be a truly scary psychological thriller if 
the writers were as interested in the charac- 
ters’ psychology as they are in the insanity 
around them. 

Britton probably is the only actress around 
who could sell one of the most bizarre scenes 
in the opener— and one that makes little 
sense. Even though she has not had sex with 
her hubby for a year, Vivien and Ben go at 
it early in the day Later, in her bedroom, a 
silent man in a leather bondage suit walks in. 
She thinks it is Ben wearing the gimp outfit 
they discovered in the attic, so she agrees to 
“go for Round 2.” 

Like much of ‘American Horror Story,” the 
scene rings false, but it’s impossible to look 
away

I wanted 
people to be like, “Swardson is out of his skull.” 

Have you heard anything from Lady Gaga 
about the Garry Gaga sketches? 

I was hoping that she would tweet about it or 
would come across it. There’s definitely some 
more Garry Gaga in the new season. 

I wanted to ask you about the Gay Robot 
sketches. 

I had this guy come up to me on the street, 
and he was saying how gay robot was so evil 
and set the community back 20 years. I sat 
this guy down and I asked him what the 
[bleep] he was talking about. Gay Robot is so 
happy to be gay proud to be gay All the people 
around him love him and no one is judging 
him. It is a positive portrayal. It’s not meant to 
offend anyone in the gay community 

You must asked this all the time. Any chance 
of seeing Terry from “Reno 911” again? 

I don’t think so. I love doing Terry it was so 
fun. It was all improvised and it was crazy 
When “Reno 91 1” ended I pitched a show 
with Terry and the network didn’t go for it, 
which I was really surprised by 

What else you have coming up after vaca- 
tion? 

I’m kind of figuring that out. I’m writing a 
screenplay while I’m in Hawaii. I have two 
more written. I’m talking with the director 
of “Grandma’s Boy” about hooking up and 
making another movie.
